Washington, May 8.— President 


Wilson's letter giving his reasons for 
nominating Louis D. Brandels for 
the supreme court and urging confir- 
mation was read to the senate judi- 
ciary committee today by Chairman 
Culberson but no vote wan taken as 
had been expected and no time was 
fixed for one. 


President Wilson characterised the 


charges against his nonilnee as "In- 
trinsically incredible A anyone who 
really knows Mr. Brandels," and de- 
clared they "proceeded for the most 
part from those who hated Mr. Bran- 
dels because he had refused to be 
serviceable to them in promotion of 
their own selfish .Interests, and from 
those whom they had prejudiced and 
misled." 


The president added that the prop- 


aganda in this matter had been 


very extraordinary and 
very dis- 


tressing to those who love fairness 
and vain* the dignity of the great 
professions," 


The president Mid he had seri- 
ously 
considered 
appointing Mr 


Brandels to hh» cabinet three years 
ago and at that time examined his 
qualifications very thoroughly. 


The president characterized 
Mr 


Brandeis as a friend of all just men 
and a lover of the right. 
"I knew 


from direct personal knowledge o: 
the man what I was doing when '. 
named him for the highest and most 
responsible tribunal of the nation,' 
Wrote the president and he recalled 
that the late Chief Justice Fullerr 
had spoken of Mr. Brandeis as the 
ablest man who ever appeared before 
that court. 


He closed by saying that, "I beg 


that your committee will accept this 
nomination as coming from 
me 


quick with a sense of public obliga- 
tion and responsibility."

that raided the American settlement 
of Glenn'Springs and Boquillas, last 
Friday, killing three cavalrymen and 
a ten-ye*ar,-ola boy, are believed to be 
heading into the Interior today, many 
miles from the scene of their depre- 
dation.

Unconfirmed information says that 
J. Deemer, the 
storekeeper at Bo-

His clerk, namedX^ompton, is known 
to have been a captive of the bandits. 
He is thought to have suffered the 
fate of Deemer. 


Mrs. 
W. K. Ellis and her husband, 


whose factory was destroyed by the 
Mexicans, had narrow escapes. Mrs. 
Ellis was tha only woman in Glenn 
Springs when the bandits 
swooped 


down upon the little settlement near 
midnight. 


Telling of her experience, 
Mrs. 


Ellis said: 


"A fusillade of shots roused my 


husband and myself. Peering out of 
the window* we saw the forms of 
men moving in the direction of the 
soldier*' little camp. The flashes of 
their

like lightning

"In the dark we quickly dre**ed. 


The bandit* were now firing rapidly 
at the adobe houte where the soldier* 
of Troop A, made taelr stand.

•lipped out of tt* b*ok door and 
hugging er«ry shadow a* went, for

their evident attempt to make a quick 
capture of the patrol guard 


From 11 o'clock that night until 


after 2 o'clock in the morning Ser- 
geant Smith fought the 
Mexicans 


from the shelter of the patrol house. 
In that time three of his men Pri- 
vates Cohen, Coloe and Ro^eis had 
been killed and he and -all ',he rest 
were wounded.

the 
shack 


caught fire. 


It was impossible to stay longer, 


so Sergeant Smith ordered a retreat. 
Two of his 
men 
were so badly 


wounded it was necessary to carry 
them. 


Smith and the other men not only 


succeeded in removing 
the 
bodly 


wounded; they took out the bodies 
of the'r dead men and cairied thorn 
to a place of safety. 


There was a motor truck attached 


to the camp. The dead and danger- 
ously wounded men were loaded in- 
to this and sent north toward Mara- 
thon a station on the Southern Pa- 
cific, 85 miles north in the hope that 
medical aid might be secured for the 
wounded. 


One man left with the truck. This 


left Smith and two others to engage 
the bandits. 
They retreated to th<» 


low lulls and fought from 
behind 


rocks and mounds of gravel. 


While this was goinjr on ranch- 


men of the vicinity had heard the 
shooting and hurried to the scene. 
Although few in number they form- 
ed an adequate reinforcement. With 
the badly wounded and dead disposed 


men 
and

Then 
they crossed back into Mexico, tak- 
ing with them Deemers and .Louis 
Coy, 
a man in his employ. 


It is believed that Deemers 
and 


Coy must have been killed after be- 
ing taken to the Mexican side of the 
Rio Grande. 


Late yesterday no details of the

HOW UNIVERSITIES 


CO-OPERATE WITH 
• 
NEWARK SCHOOLS 


One of the most interesting edu- 


cational 
developments 
m 
recent 


years is the manner in which univer- 
sities have become popular institu- 
tions. 
Everyone knows today that 


thev are as clearly "for the people" 
as they used to be for the fortunate 
"elect." 
The big universities 
now 


reach out a helping 
hand 
to 
the 


smaller secondary schools. It makes 
no fundamental difference 
whether 


these schools happen to be in great 
cities or in small towns. The rela- 
tionship is the same. 
And it is of 


interest in this connection to note 
how the privately endowed 
college 


vies with the public state university 
is being a "brother" 
to the 
high 


schools. 


Anyone whose 
familiarity 
with 


higher education 
in 
the 
United 


States covers a period of twenty-five 
years can easily recall the day when 
the term "co-operation" to describe 
relations between colleges and uni- 
versities on the one hand and sec- 
ondary schools on the other would 
have been unintelligible if not incon- 
ceivable. 
At that time the attitude 


of the colleges was one of indiffer- 
ence or arbitrary dictatorship; that 
of the schools, one of awe or fear 
or rebellion. Now the situation has 
changed so entirely that it is mere- 
ly commonplace to sepak of the cor- 
d'ial relations with which these two 
types of educational institutions are 
working together. 


Every state university calls into 


council superintendent-; 
and 
high- 


school principals from every part of 
thf territory covered by its sphere of 
influence. A short time ago athletic 
events presented 
almost 
exclusive 


points of contact. 
Today they re- 


ceive no more attention, than 
that 


given to occasions upon a purely ed- 
ucational level. 
The colleges 
and 


universities no longer reach 
down. 


They reach out 
to the 
secondary 


schools. 
The two with mutual in- 


terest and sense of equality, combine 
for promoting the interests for which 
thev stand in common. 


The "big brother" attitude of the 


university toward Mmdreds of train- 
ing schools of the country are more 
or less "just grew." It may be that 
the new conception of 
educational 


relations was suro to express itself 
at a certain period in the develop- 
ment of educational technique. 
At 


all events, it was taken 
up 
with 


gravity by numerous state universi- 
ties, and at its founding by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, which has prob- 
ably given the matter more attention 
than any other strictly private insti- 
tution. 
The original plan of this universi- 


ty was unique in that two types of 
relationship were contemnlated. One 
was known as affiliation, which in- 
volved no financial relationship, but 
gave the University control of 
the 


secondary school's educational proce- 
dure. 
Obviously, such an arrange- 


ment could be entered into only in 
the 
case 
of 
private 
secondary 


schools. 
The relationship 
between 


the 
University 
and 
public 
high 


schools was therefore put on a dif- 
ferent basis, and was from the out- 
se: designated by the term "co-oper- 
ation."

honor scholarship at the University. 
Other scholarships in this newer sys- 
tem of co-operation are granted to 
the boy and girl winning in an annu- 
al oratorical contest held at the Uni- 
versity, and to Seniors In co-operat- 
ing schools who pass a competitive 
examination In certain subjects. 


As one considers this new method 


of co-operation 
it grows increasing- 


ly interesting. 
For 
Instance, the 


principal, superintendent, 
and 
in- 


structors In co-operating schools arc 
members of an educational confer- 
ence' held annually In Chicago, 
at 


which time the bonds between tho 
higher and 
secondary 
Institutions 


arc strengthened, and matters of mu- 
tual concern 
naturally 
considered. 


•Moreover, many of the high-school 
instructors join the ranks of gradu- 
ate students at 
the .University of 


Chicago during Its summer Quarter, 
which Is perhaps the 
busiest 
and 


most varied season at the big mid- 
dle west seat of tearing. The friend- 
ly spirit of their relationship In Indi- 
cated by the University's 
half-rate 


granted to such Instructor*. Junior 
College classrooms at the University 


are open to these secondary teachers 
for observation, and often many of 
the co-operating instructors sit 
as 


visitors to see what really is expect- 
ed of their charges when they reach 
the college lecture-room. 


The further this alliance, there is 
standing committee made 
up of 


instructors from the University and 
secondary schools, and 
each 
high 


school furnishes annually data con- 
cerning studies offered and its teach- 
ing staff, together with other details 
that may be of benefit. 


Such in the main is the general 


plan developed by this single univer- 
sity, which in many ways has been 
the 
pioneer 
in 
the 
co-operative 


movement, and which still is unique 
in the system it has perfected. 
But 


co-operation is continually taking on 
new and more intimate forms. Now 
arrangements have been made with 
certain high schools whereby excel- 
lence in high school may receive ex- 
cess credit toward entrance at the 
University, and other 
arrangements 


include the granting of Junior Col- 
lege credit for work clone under pre- 
scribed conditions 
in 
co-operating 


schools. 
To give advance credit for 


high-school work is 
indeed 
a 
far 


step forward. 


All of this spirit of 
co-operation 


takes visible form when the annaal 
conferences are held en the Univer- 
sity of Chicago campus in April. Col- 
lege officials mingle with high-school 
officers and teachers and the crowd 
is augmented by manj^ 
secondary- 


school students, present to 
partici- 


pate in competitive examinations or 
in oratorical 
contests. 
There 
are 


general sessions for the discussion of 
educational problems of broad inter- 
est, and departmental conferences to 
discuss matters cf especial concern 
to the various departments through 
which the high schools and the Uni- 
versity have mutual 
interests. 
In 


1915, almost 8«0 high-school 
offi- 


cers and instructors were in attend- 
ance, and there were 
with 
them 


more than 300 high-schoo1 boys and 
girls. On the 14th and loth of April 
this year, the attendance at the con- 
ference was larger than ever before. 
There were over 1,250 registered vis- 
itors including principals and teach- 
ers of hiath schools, with the offi- 
cials of the boards of education and 
of the University, and -the leadins 
scholars in the senior 
high-school 


classes. There was more responsive- 
ness and more earnest spirit of co-op- 
eration manifested than ever before. 


At present, there are 
430

schools-co-operating in this plan with 
the University of Chicasco. 
Of this 


numbsr. 28 are in the state of Ohio.

A hun- 
dred or two added to cost of land,

influence. A short time ago athletic 
events presented 
almost 
exclusive 


points of contact. 
Today they re- 


ceive no more attention than 
that 


given to occasions upon a purely ed- 
ucational level. 
The colleges 
and 


universities no longer reach 
down. 


They reach out 
to the 
secondary 


schools. 
The two with mutual in- 


terest and sense of equality, combine 
or promoting the interests for which 
hey stand in common. 


The "big brother" attitude of the 


miversity toward Mindreds of train- 
ng schools of the country are more 
or less "just grew." It may be that 
:he new conception of 
educational 


relations wai suro to express itself 
at a certain period in the develoo- 
ment of educational technique. 
At 


all events, it was taken 
up 
with 


gravity by numerous state universi- 
ties, and at its founding by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, which has prob- 
ably given the matter more attention 
:han any other strictly private insti- 
;ution. 
The original plan of this universi- 


ty was unique in that two types of 
relationship were contemplated. One 
was known as affiliation, which in- 
volved no financial relationship, but 
gave the University control of 
the 


secondary school's educational proce- 
dure. 
-Obviously, such an arrange- 


ment could be entered into only in 
the 
case 
of 
private 
secondary 


schools. 
The relationship 
between 


the 
University 
and 
public 
high 


schools was therefore put on a dif- 
ferent basis, and was from the out- 
set designated by the term "co-oper- 
ation." 
By the process of elimination, the 


University of Chicago has adopted a 
system which comprises "accredited" 
schools, from wHich a graduate pre- 
senting regular high-school blanks, 
indorsed by the faculty and princi- 
pal and showing that the required 
amount and prescribed subjects of 
college-preparatory work have been 
done, will be accepted at the higher 
Institution without entrance 
exam- 


inations. In addition, the officers of 
the "co-operating" school have 
the 


privilege of nominating one member 
of each graduating 
class 
for 
an 


honor scholarship at the University. 
Other scholarships iu this newer sys- 
tem of co-operation are granted to 
the boy and girl winning In an annu- 
al oratorical contest held at the Uni- 
versity, and to Seniors in co-operat- 
ing schools who pass a competitive 
examination in certain subjects. 


As one considers this new method 


of co-operation 
it grows increasing- 


ly Interesting. 
For Instance, 
the 


principal, superintendent, 
and 
In- 


structors in co-operating schools are 
members of an educational confer- 
ence'held annually In ChicaRO, 
at 


which time the bonds between the 
higher and 
secondary 
Institutions 


arc strengthened, and matters of mu- 
tual concern 
naturally considered. 


•Moreover, many of the high-school 
instructors join the ranks of gradu- 
ate students at 
the .University of 


Chicago during its Bummer Quarter, 
which Is perhaps the 
busiest 
and 


moot varied season at the big mid- 
dle west seat of louring. The friend- 
ly spirit of their relationship In indt- 
' 
University'* 
half-rate 


are open to these secondary teachers 
for observation, and often many of. 
the co-operating instructors sit 
as 


visitors to see what really is expect- 
ed of their charges when they reach 
the college lecture-room. 


The further this alliance, there is 


a standing committee made 
up of 


instructors from the University and 
secondary schools, and 
each 
high 


school furnishes annually data con- 
cerning studies offered and its teach- 
ing staff, together with other details 
that may be of benefit. 


Such in the main is the general 


plan developed by this single univer- 
sity, which in many ways has been 
the 
pioneer 
in 
the 
co-operative 


movement, and which still is unique 
in the system it has perfected. 
But 


co-operation is continually taking on 
new and more intimate forms. Now 
arrangements have been made with 
certain high schools whereby excel- 
lence in high school may receive ex- 
cess credit toward entrance at the 
University, and other arrangements 
include the granting of Junior Col- 
lege credit for work clone under pre- 
scribed conditions 
in 
co-operating- 


schools. 
To give advance credit for 


high-school work is 
indeed 
a 
far 


step forward. 


All of this spirit of 
co-operation 


takes visible form when the annual 
conferences are held on the Univer- 
sity of Chicago campus in April. Col- 
lege officials mingle with high-school 
officers and teachers and the crowd 
is augmented by many- 
secondary- 


school students, present to 
partici- 


pate in competitive examinations or 
in oratorical 
contests. 
There 
are 


general sessions for the discussion of 
educational problems of broad inter- 
est, and departmental conferences to 
discuss matters cf especial concern 
to the various departments through 
which the high schools and the Uni- 
versity have mutual 
interests. 
In 


1915, almost 8^0 high-school offi- 
cers and instructors were in attend- 
ance, and there were 
with 
them 


more than 300 high-schoo1 boys and 
girls. On the 14th and 15th of April 
this year, the attendance at the con- 
ference was larger than ever before. 
There were over 1,2SO registered vis- 
itors including principals and teach- 
ers of high schools, with the offi- 
cials of the boards of education and 
of the University, and -the 
leading 


scholars in the senior 
high-school 


classes. There was more responsive- 
ness and more earnest spirit of co-op- 
eration manifested than ever before. 


At present, there are 
430 high 


schools-co-operating in this plan with 
the University of Chicago. 
Of this 


numbar. 28 are in the state of Ohio. 
In all. thirty different, states are rep- 
resented, a fact which mav tend to 
prove that out of the chaos of plans 
springing from the vital n«*ed of co- 
operation 
some 
twenty-five 
vears 


ago, a definite course has gradually 
formed which meets 
the 
rennire- 


ments, and 
materially strengthens 


thp dignity inteerity. and scholastic 
standing nf>t only of the secondary 
schools, but also of the colleges and 
universities affected.

The "maiden name" of the penny 


was "denarius," and the English penny 
Is a survival of the Roman rule in the 
British Isles. Like the coin which pro- 
ceded it in Home, it has been debased 
In value until its name has lost Its 
crlgin&l meaning. The first denarius 
was minted in Koine about 208 B. C. 
find was the principal silver coin of 
both the republic and the empire. It at 
first weighed seventy-two grains troy 
and was as nearly pure silver as du- 
rability would permit. It bore on one 
hide the holmctcd Load of Iloma and 
tho mark X and on the other side the 
images of Castor and Pollux. 
Later 


those twin gods wore replaced by the 
Lead of the Roman emperors. By 215 
A. D. the coin had deteriorated in 
value until it was only 40 per cent 
silver. The X, whit h signified the val- 
no of ten nssos, had wholly lost its 
meaning. Diocletian finished tho deg- 
radation of the denarius by applying 
the name to n small copper coin. 
In 


England the largest silver cola was 
called a denarius nt a time when the 
English florin was called a gold penny. 
— St Louis Globe-Democrat.

The Flag of Denmark. 


In the year 1219 King Waldemar of 


Denmark, when leading bis troops to 
battle against the Llvonians, saw, or 
thought be saw, a bright light in the 
form of a cross In the sky. He held 
this appearance to be a promise of di- 
vine aid and pressed forward to vic- 
tory. From this time he had the 
cross placed on the flag of his country 
and called it the Daunebrog—that la, 
the strength of Denmark. Aside from 
legend, there Is no doubt that tbis flag 
with the cross was adopted by Den- 
mark to the thirteenth century and that 
at about the sa'nif -date an order, 
tnown as the order of Dannebrog, was 
instituted, to which only soldiers, and 
sailors who were distinguished for 
courage were allowed to belong. The 
flag of Denmark, a plain red banner 
bearing on It a white cross, is the old- 
est flag now Inc^ existence. 
For 300 


years both Norw;a^ J^nd Sweden were 
united with Denmark under this flag. 


The G»8*n»ch«in. 


The Gegenschein Is the name given 


to one of the most inexplicable objects 
known to astronomers. It Is visible la 
the night sky under favorable condi- 
tions, Is rounded In outline and Is situ- 
ated always exactly opposite the place 
of the sun. It bas been termed by one 
eminent astronomer "a sort of comet- 
ery or meteoric satellite" attending the 
earth. He supposes It to be composed 
of a cloud of meteors situated about a 
million miles from the earth and re- 
volving around it it In a period of just 
one year, so that the sun and the me- 
teors are always on opposite sides of 
the earth. 
It is estimated that the 


size of this ghostly satellite may be 
nearly the same as that of the planet 
Jupiter—i. e., about 80,000 miles In 
diameter.
